Group II, claim(s) I, 6- 1 2, 1 7, 1 8, 24, 27-29, drawn to compounds of formula II, a composition 
comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group III, claim(s) I, 6- 1 2, 1 4, 1 7, 1 8, 24, 27-29, drawn to compounds of formula III, a composition 
comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

Group IV, Claim(s) 1 , 6- 1 2, 1 6- 1 8, 24, 27-29, drawn to compounds of formula V, a compositions 
comprising the same, and a method of using the same. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule I 3. 1 because, under PCT Rule 1 3.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: Formulae [I, IV], II, III, and V do not share significant structural 
similarity. In a comparison of four groups, the core structure of each group is different. Group I is 
different from the other groups because of the 6-membered nitrogen-containing ring. Group II is 
different because of the carbonyl group attached to a cyclopropyl group. Group III is different from the 
other groups because of the 5-membered nitrogen-containing ring. Group IV is different because of the 
benzo-l,4-thiazepine ring. Thus no special technical feature is present.
